Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial 
applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

-None of the documents cited in the ISR discloses or even suggests the claimed 
compositions containing a fused pyrimidinone of formula (I) and a dinitrophenolic 
compound of formula (II) or (III). The subject-matter of claims 1-15 is therefore novel 
(Article 33(2) PCT). 

-The problem underlying the present invention may be seen as that of providing 
synergistic fungicidal compositions containing a pyrimidinone compound of formula (I). 
The claimed subject-matter has not been limited to compositions comprising (I) in 
admixture with (II) or (III) in a quantity producing a synergistic effect and thus includes 
compositions which do not solve the above problem. The subject-matter of claims 1-15 
cannot therefore be considered as being inventive (Article 33(3) PCT). 

-The subject-matter of claims 1-15 is considered to be industrially applicable and the 
present application is therefore considered to satisfy the criterion set forth in Article 
33(4) PCT. 
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
